1 (12-ounce) bag semisweet chocolate chips 
6 ounces of butterscotch chips 
6 ounces of dried cranberries 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

Use a double boiler (or a smaller pot submerged in a large pan 
of boiling water to prevent burning) to melt chocolate chips 
and butterscotch chips and combine with sweetened milk. 
Once chocolate and butterscotch mixture is smooth, add 
vanilla and cranberries. Blend well. 

Pour mixture into a buttered 6-xl0 rectangular glass pan. 
Refrigerate for two hours to set. 

Cut into squares and keep refrigerated. Makes one pound.
